Procedure for Inspection 
23. Internal inspection . --- Detailed instructions for 
the inspection of boilers are contained in Chapter 
IX of the Regulations. The general procedure at 
inspection to be observed is as under : 

( a ) At a thorough inspection of a boiler , the 
Inspector should , whenever the size and construc 
tion of the boiler permit , go inside it and make 
a thorough inspection of all its internal parts . But 
before doing so he should satisfy himself that 
proper provision has been made for disconnection 
from any other boiler under steam .

65. Penalty for offences. The owner of a boiler 
who operates or permits or causes the boiler to be 
operated at any time in contravention of any of 
these rules shall be punishable under section 30 .
